The  Town  Council's  efforts  in  1 995  have  brought  Newmarket  into  a  new  era    The  completion  of 
the  construction  phase  of  the  landfill  closure,  finalization  of  Phase  II  of  the  Community  Center, 
the  construction  of  a  new  Ambulance  Facility,  and  the  hiring  of  Joyce  May  Johnson  as  Town 
Administrator  have  given  the  Town  of  Newmarket  a  solid  foundation  from  which  to  build 

The  search  for  a  new  Town  Administrator  brought  forth  nearly  1 00  applicants  from  which  20 
were  chosen  to  participate  in  the  interview  process    Joyce  Johnson  was  ultimately  viewed  as  the 
top  candidate  by  all  Councilors    We  have  found  Joyce  to  be  a  highly  capable  administrator  whose 
knowledge  of  state  and  local  governments,  common  sense  approach  to  the  tasks  at  hand,  and 
genuine  love  for  Newmarket  and  the  seacoast  area  will  serve  the  people  of  Newmarket  well. 

Our  Town  facilities  appear  in  good  shape  as  we  approach  the  21st  century    Much  of  the  Town's 
resources  for  the  past  ten  years  has  been  devoted  to  the  closing  of  the  landfill    With  this  project 
complete  we  are  now  in  the  process  of  totalling  the  final  cost  and  firming  up  the  financial 
commitments  of  the  contributing  partners    Dealing  with  the  unknown  consequences  of  the

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  ADMINISTRATOR 


This  is  my  first  of,  I  hope,  many  Town  Administrator's  Reports    Mr  Frank  Edmunds,  the  Town's 
first  Administrator  appointed  under  the  Charter,  resigned  in  June    The  Council  hired  Mr  Norbert 
Couture  as  Interim  Administrator  and  after  they  had  conducted  an  extensive  search,  I  began  my 
duties  October  1,  1995 

Newmarket  has  many  characteristics  which  make  it  an  extremely  attractive  place  to  work  and 
reside  -  its  location  on  Great  Bay,  access  to  the  seacoast  and  University  of  New  Hampshire, 
historic  mills  redevelopment  opportunities,  a  town  council  form  of  government,  active  citizen 
participation  on  boards  and  committees,  sound  municipal  finances  and  skilled  and  dedicated  Town 
employees    It  is  also  important  to  note  that  the  Town  has  experienced  an  aggressive  municipal 
building  program  without  increasing  the  Town's  portion  of  the  tax  rate 

Amendments  to  the  Town  Charter  adopted  by  the  voters  in  May  of  1995  have  been  implemented 
which  facilitate  better  communication  between  the  Council,  the  Administrator  and  the  Department 
Heads    For  example,  the  Council  participates  in  the  establishment  of  each  department's  goals  and 
objectives  for  the  coming  year  and  meets  quarterly  with  Department  Heads  to  discuss  matters  of 
departmental  concern    Communication  with  the  citizens  has  also  improved  by  acknowledging 
their  concerns  either  directly  or  in  writing  by  the  Administrator

The  motor  vehicle  system  is  running  smoothly  and  we  have  added  transfers  to  our  services    We 
are  currently  mailing  letters  to  enable  you  to  do  your  registrations  by  mail  if  it  is  difficult  to  come 
in  to  the  office    We  mail  them  on  a  monthly  basis  for  those  who  have  registrations  due  that 
month    We  have  had  a  good  response  to  this  service  and  many  people  have  commented  that  the 
letter  serves  as  a  reminder  to  them  to  get  their  vehicle  registered    If  you  are  taking  advantage  of 
registering  by  mail,  be  advised  $1  00  is  added  to  your  registration  fee 

During  the  February  primary  we  implemented  a  computerized  ballot  counter    It  is  the  Accuvote 
2000,  approved  by  the  Ballot  I^aw  Commission,  and  it  will  give  us  results  of  elections  within 
minutes  after  the  polls  are  closed    Write-in  ballots  will  still  have  to  be  counted  by  hand,  although 
the  machine  will  sort  them  into  a  separate  bin    This  new  machine  will  only  be  accepting  your 
ballot  for  counting    You  still  will  vote  the  same    The  ballots  will  look  a  little  different  as  they  are 
designed  for  the  counting  machine    Rather  than  making  a  check  mark  or  X  on  your  ballot,  you 
will  be  asked  to  fill  in  an  oval  with  the  pen  provided. 

Last  year  we  registered  398  dogs  in  the  town  of  Newmarket    This  was  1 5 1  more  dogs  than  in 

1994  Dogs  should  be  licensed  by  April  30th  of  each  year    After  June  1st  a  penalty  of  $1  00  per 
month  is  added    A  civil  forfeiture  will  be  issued  and  a  fee  of  $25  00  if  your  dog  is  not  registered. 
We  are  anticipating  an  increase  again  in  1996  as  we  will  be  more  aggressive  in  making  sure  all 
dogs  are  registered  in  Newmarket 

1995  taxes  are  88%  collected  at  the  end  of  the  year    In  comparison,  the  1994  taxes  were 
collected  at  84%  at  the  end  of  1994 

The  1996  first  issue  tax  bills  will  be  mailed  around  June  1st  and  will  be  due  July  1st    This  bill  will 
be  computed  using  the  1995  tax  rate  as  we  will  not  receive  the  1996  rate  until  sometime  in 
October    The  second  issue  bill  should  be  mailed  around  November  1st  and  due  December  1st 
For  any  tax  exemption,  credit,  abatement  or  deferral,  contact  the  Assessors  office  for  information 

1995  was  a  good  year  for  collections  and  new  improvements  to  our  services    We  are  looking 
forward  to  serving  you  in  1996    Office  hours  are  8  to  4  30  Monday  through  Friday  and  first  and 
last  Thursdays  until  6  PM

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REPORT  OF  THE 
AMBULANCE  DIVISION 

I  am  pleased  to  present  this  report  to  the  residents  and  taxpayers  of  the  Town  of  Newmarket 
The  year  1995  has  been  a  year  of  improvement  in  both  the  physical  plant  and  level  of  patient  care 
provided  to  our  coverage  towns  of  Newmarket  and  Newfields    In  September  the  Ambulance 
Division  moved  into  a  new  facility  behind  the  Police  Station  on  Terrace  Drive    The  new  building 
provides  1600  square  feet  of  garage  facilities  for  storage  and  maintenance  of  our  two  ambulances 
and  associated  medical  equipment  and  supplies    It  provides  about  800  square  feet  of  needed 
office,  training  and  bunkroom  facilities    The  new  facility  has  been  well  used  by  our  volunteer 
members  resulting  in  a  decrease  in  response  time  to  the  residents  of  both  towns    Also  in 
September,  Newmarket  .Ambulance  was  approved  to  operate  at  the  Paramedic  level  after  we 
purchased  all  of  State  and  Hospital  required  equipment  such  as  Lifepak  10  Heart  Monitor  and 
Defibrillator,  Intubation  tubes  and  equipment,  IV  pump,  various  cardiac  and  other  medications  as 
well  as  numerous  other  items  necessary  for  Advanced  Life  Support    We  would  especially  like  to 
thank  the  Town  Council  and  Town  Administrator  for  their  support  during  this  level  of  patient  care 
upgrade  which  was  allowed  to  occur  one  year  earlier  than  originally  anticipated 

None  of  the  above  improvements  could  possibly  have  occurred  without  the  dedication  of  all  the 
volunteers  who  serve  as  members  of  Newmarket  Ambulance    Not  only  do  they  dedicate  their 
time  to  taking  ambulance  duty  shifts,  going  on  calls,  and  attending  meetings,  a  great  number  of 
hours  are  spent  by  each  EMT,  EMT-Intermediate  and  Paramedic  maintaining  their  treatment  skills 
and  upgrading  their  level  of  care    Since  July  of  1994,  our  active  membership  has  increased  from 
22  to  42    We  presently  have  two  members  in  paramedic  training  and  one  additional  member 
taking  an  EMT-Intermediate  class    All  of  our  members  must  be  a  minimum  of  EMT-trained  and 
most  have  taken  advanced  training  in  defibrillation  and  airway  management    A  special  thank  you 
is  extended  to  each  volunteer  and  their  families  for  their  time  and  effort 

1995  statistics  show  that  the  Ambulance  Division  responded  to  392  calls  with  280  patients 
transported  to  local  hospitals    Special  thanks  are  extended  to  the  Town  of  Newfields  Rescue 
Squad  whose  members  responded  to  all  Newfields  ambulance  calls  to  start  patient  care  while  we 
were  enroute,  and  to  the  members  of  the  squad  who  have  joined  as  members  of  Newmarket 
Ambulance 

In  closing,  it  should  be  noted  that  in  being  a  volunteer  service,  Newmarket  Ambulance  is  always 
in  need  of  individuals  willing  to  help  other  people  by  becoming  members    Whether  you  are 
trained  as  a  CPR-provider,  an  EMT  or  a  Paramedic,  or  just  interested  in  training  to  become  an 
EMT,  I  would  appreciate  a  call  at  659-3333

The  Fire  Department  experienced  another  busy  year  during  1995    We  responded  to  307  calls 
This  is  an  increase  from  1994    This  is  also  a  record  number  of  calls  for  the  Department    Even 
though  we  had  an  increase  in  calls,  the  fire  loss  in  dollars  was  down  from  the  year  before    There 
was  a  decrease  in  building  fires,  but  an  increase  in  wood/brush  fires  and  mutual  aid  to  other 
departments    One  of  the  reasons  for  more  mutual  aid  calls  to  other  towns  is  because  this 
department  has  earned  a  reputation  of  being  well  trained  with  modern  equipment     They  are  also 
a  very  aggressive  firefighting  team    As  their  Chief  I  am  very  proud  of  the  reputation  they  have 
worked  and  trained  hard  to  achieve  for  this  Department. 


I  would  like  to  take  this  time  to  thank  the  local  merchants  and  clubs  in  town  that  have  supported 
us  during  the  year    There  are  too  many  to  list  separately    You  have  been  there  for  us  when  we 
have  asked  for  your  help    The  Department  thanks  all  of  you 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  all  of  the  residents  who  supported  us  last  year,  especially  the  residents 
who  answered  our  calls  for  help  during  the  brush  and  woods  fires  this  past  spring  and  summer 
Some  people  called  us  early  enough  to  help  keep  most  fires  small  enough  to  manage    Some  kept 
a  look  out  on  the  problem  areas  we  have    Some  others  offered  help  with  food  and  drinks  for  the 
people  working  on  the  fireground

Please  check  them  on  a  regular  schedule    They  do  help  save  lives    Burn  permits  are  required  for 
all  outside  burning,  they  can  be  picked  up  at  the  Communications  Center  at  the  Police  Facility  on 
Friday,  Saturday  and  Sunday  only    Remember  that  we  are  here  to  help  you  when  you  need  us 
We  always  answer  when  you  call    (We  even  still  make  house  calls  )

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REPORT  OF  THE 
PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  report  on  the  progress  of  the  Public  Works  Department  for  1995    The  Public 
Works  Department  includes  the  Highway  Division,  Buildings  and  Grounds  Division,  Vehicle 
Maintenance  Division,  Solid  Waste  Division  and  Environmental  Services  Division. 

Highway  Division:   During  1995  half  of  Ash  Swamp  Road  and  half  of  New  Road  were  shimmed 
with  cold  asphalt,  sealed  with  liquid  tar  and  sanded    Hot  bituminous  asphalt  was  placed  on  Elm 
Street  from  Packers  Falls  Road  to  the  railroad  crossing  and  Beech  Street  Extension  was  paved 
The  access  road  to  and  the  front  parking  lot  of  the  Community  Center  were  paved,  along  with  the 
parking  lot  of  the  new  Ambulance  Facility    The  final  coat  of  pavement  was  also  completed  at  the 
Police  Facility    The  old  sidewalk  along  North  Main  Street  was  reconstructed  as  part  of  a  federal 
grant.  The  intersection  of  Bay  Road  and  North  Main  Street  was  realigned  with  the  World  War  II 
cannon  re-established  at  this  location. 

Buildings  and  Grounds  Division:  This  Division  is  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  the  major 
Town  buildings,  parks  and  playing  fields    In  1995  the  Ambulance  Facility  was  constructed  and 
the  addition  to  the  Community  Center  was  completed    The  second  floor  of  the  Town  Hall  was 
remodeled  by  and  for  the  Superintendent  of  Schools'  office    For  the  first  time,  voting  was  held  in 
the  auditorium  at  the  Town  Hall 

Vehicle  Maintenance  Division:  This  Division  continued  to  maintain  and  repair  all  Town 
vehicles  and  equipment    This  includes  police,  fire,  ambulance,  highway,  water,  sewer,  and 
buildings  and  grounds  vehicles    In  1995  the  Division  replaced  one  of  its  sand/salt  spreaders  with  a 
new  stainless  steel  model    This  model  will  extend  the  usefi.il  life  of  the  equipment  and  reduce 
required  maintenance  because  it  will  not  need  to  be  painted  annually 

Solid  Waste  Division:   At  the  beginning  of  1995  the  Town  started  curbside  recycling  and  a  pay- 
by-bag  trash  disposal  system    During  1995  the  Town  recycled  503  tons  of  bottles,  cans,  plastic, 
newspaper  and  cardboard  which  represents  34%  of  the  Town's  waste  stream    During  the  summer 
of  1995  the  Town  contracted  with  H  E  Sargent,  Inc  for  the  landfill  closure  construction  at  the 
Ash  Swamp  Road  site    The  construction  was  substantially  completed  this  past  fall  and  is  planned 
to  be  totally  completed  this  spring  (1996) 

Environmental  Services  Division:    Water  (\)mponcnt  -  The  water  production  for  1995  was 
196,484,000  gallons    The  Bennett  Well  produced  80,813,000  gallons  and  the  Sewall  Well 
produced  1 15,671,000  gallons    This  represents  an  18%  increase  from  the  1994  production  level 

Environmental  Services  Division:  Sewer  Component  -  Last  year  the  Town  received  its  Draft 
Discharge  Permit  from  the  US  Environmental  Protection  agency    This  Discharge  Permit 
outlines  the  required  levels  of  treatment  of  the  wastewater  before  it  is  discharged  into  the 
Lamprey  River    The  Town  has  submitted  a  work  plan  to  address  the  issues  of  the  Discharge 
Permit  to  the  U  S  Environmental  Protection  Agency    This  will  continue  to  be  a  major  concern 
of  the  staff  in  1996

Several  new  faces  joined  the  ranks  of  the  Newmarket  Police  Department    Sergeant  Timothy 
Connifey.  formerly  of  the  Milford  Police  Department,  assumed  his  duties  as  the  patrol  supervisor 
in  March    In  May  Officer  Scott  Carline  joined  the  Department  after  several  years  with  the 
Meredith  Police  Department    Also  in  May  Officer  Olivier  Naas  came  on  board    Officer  Naas  has 
experience  with  the  Dover  Police  Department  and  holds  his  law  degree  from  Suffolk  University 
After  passing  the  Massachusetts  bar  exam.  Officer  Naas  worked  as  an  attorney  for  the  Public 
Defender's  Office    He  now  experiences  the  criminal  justice  system  from  a  different  perspective 

Also  joining  the  department  on  a  full-time  basis  in  October  was  Richard  Beaudet  Officer  Beaudet 
served  as  a  part-time  officer  for  just  over  a  year  and  is  a  hometown  grown  recaiit    Lisa  Simes

RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 

1995  was  an  incredible  year  for  the  Newmarket  Recreation  Department  and  Community  Center 
We  proudly  celebrated  our  Silver  Anniversary  -  it's  hard  to  believe,  25  years  of  quality  recreation 
programming 

The  Newmarket  Recreation  Department  continued  to  expand  during  this  1995-1996  budget  cycle. 
In  the  Fall  of  1995  Phase  II  of  the  Newmarket  Community  Center,  named  the  Newmarket 
Children's  Center,  opened  its  doors  to  house  the  Rockingham  County  Headstart,  Boy  Scouts, 
Webelos,  Cub  Scouts,  Girl  Scouts,  Brownies,  Daisies,  4-H,  Junior  Achievement,  Odyssey  of  the 
Mind,  and  the  bulk  of  the  Newmarket  Recreation  Department's  children's  programs    The  2,200 
square  feet  of  space  (built  with  no  local  tax  dollars,  with  its  utilities  paid  by  the  Newmarket 
Housing  Authority)  is  quickly  being  filled  by  the  youth  of  Newmarket. 

Also  in  the  Fall  a  brand  new  playground  for  pre-schoolers  was  added  at  the  Leo  A  Landroche 
Memorial  Field  next  to  the  Gazebo    The  playground,  made  of  state-of-the-art  equipment,  is 
fenced  in  and  will  allow  moms  and  dads  a  place  to  let  their  children  play  safely  and  creatively 
The  playground  was  provided  by  Headstart  and  Friends  of  Newmarket  Recreation,  and  installed 
by  the  Newmarket  Public  Works  Department. 

By  utilizing  frugal  spending  practices  and  making  major  budget  realignments,  the  Recreation 
Department's  overall  budget  was  decreased  but  continued  to  increase  quality  program  services 

On  April  1 1th  the  Recreation  Department  welcomed  our  new  Assistant  Recreation  Director, 
Tippy  Duffy    She  came  to  us  from  Rye,  NH  where  she  had  been  the  Recreation  Director  for  the 
past  nine  years    She  brings  with  her  many  years  of  experience  in  programming  and  administration. 
She  is  presently  teaching  fitness  classes  for  toddlers  through  seniors    Something  for  everyone! 

The  Recreation  Department  has  offered  some  new  programs  and  special  events  in  addition  to  our 
old  popular  stand-bys    This  year  we  offered  a  total  of  1 36  programs  for  all  ages    Our  summer 
day  camp  program  increased  from  1 50  in  1994  to  200  participants  in  1995    Teen  camp  hosted  40 
teens  on  various  trips  and  excursions  throughout  the  summer,  and  our  Pre-school  Playstation 
catered  to  over  140  children 

Our  off"-season  programs  held  their  own  throughout  the  year  with  new  programs  being  added  for 
the  pre-schoolers,  such  as  fitness  and  sports    The  Recreation  Department  also  offfers  a  wide 
variety  of  programs  and  classes  for  the  adult  population    We  also  offer  a  variety  of  after-school 
programs  for  our  school-age  children    The  seniors  have  been  very  active  this  year  in  their  walking 
club,  lunch  bunch  trips  and  tours    There  are  trips  to  sporting  events,  theaters,  educational  exhibits 
and  family  events  as  well  as  school  vacation  trips,  ski  trips  and  trips  with  our  teens  in  mind    We 
offer  special  events  for  each  holiday  and  then  some    These  events  have  had  a  tremendous  turn- 
out   There  were  about  500  children  searching  for  over  4000  Easter  eggs  at  this  year's  hunt,  400+ 
people  attended  the  annual  Fishing  Derby,  500  attended  our  Halloween  party  and  Spook  Hunt, 
Midnight  Madness  had  about  60  teens,  and  the  Turkey  Shoot  had  60  participants

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Board's  main  objective  for  1995  was  to  remain  focused  on  implementing  the 
recommendations  of  the  1994  Master  Plan    The  foremost  task  undertaken  by  the  Board  was 
updating  the  land  use  regulations    In  January  the  Town  Council  adopted  updated  Excavation 
Regulations    In  June  the  Planning  Board  adopted  new  Subdivision  Regulations  and  in  August 
new  Site  Plan  Review  Regulations    Following  completion  of  these  codes  the  Board  drafted  a  new 
Zoning  Ordinance  (subsequently  adopted  by  the  Town  Council  in  1996)    The  net  result  of  this 
effort  is  that  the  Town  now  has  a  consistent  set  of  land  use  regulations 

During  the  course  of  the  year  the  Board  also  reviewed  about  a  dozen  and  a  half  applications  for 
subdivision,  site  plans  and  excavations    A  total  of  1 1  new  lots  were  created,  and  six  businesses 
were  created  or  expanded    This  is  a  small  number  of  applications  for  a  town  the  size  of 
Newmarket,  but  this  lull  in  development  activity  allowed  the  Board  to  focus  on  its  planning 
agenda    The  Office  of  State  Planning  reports  that  Rockingham  County  is  experiencing  more 
building  activity  than  any  other  area  in  the  state,  so  we  expect  to  see  more  development 
applications  in  1996

the  Town.  The  first  is  the  mills  redevelopment  project    The  Board  has  appointed  Laurence 
Beauchesne  to  the  Task  Force  Committee  (Essex  Mills  Property)    It  should  be  clear  to  everyone 
that  empty,  deteriorating  mill  buildings  would  be  a  detriment  to  the  character  of  the  village,  and  a 
nicely  designed  and  occupied  mill  complex  would  be  an  enhancement    The  Board  is  prepared  to 
work  with  any  developer  to  help  facilitate  re-use  of  the  mills  in  a  manner  which  will  benefit  the 
community    Also,  the  Board  and  Town  Council  are  considering  an  application  to  exempt  the 
mills  and  village  area  from  the  State  Comprehensive  Shoreland  Protection  Act  to  simplify  future 
redevelopment  applications    The  other  major  town-wide  planning  activity  is  the  riverwalk  project 
The  Board  has  appointed  Preston  Samuel  to  the  Lamprey  River  Park  and  Riverwalk  Project 
Advisory  Committee    The  Committee  is  looking  at  options  for  enhancing  the  village's  riverfront, 
and  this  may  include  re-use  of  the  old  Town  Hall  site 

For  1996  the  Planning  Board  has  adopted  a  list  of  priorities  which  includes  development  and 
implementation  of  a  strategy  that  addresses  the  hundreds  of  unbuilt  multi-family  housing  units, 
continuing  support  for  the  mills'  redevelopment  and  downtown  waterfront  efforts,  protection  of 
municipal  water  rights,  revisiting  the  issue  of  re-zoning  the  area  around  the  Industrial  Park  and 
New  Road,  exempting  the  downtown  from  the  State  Shoreland  Protection  .Act,  preparing  a  CIP, 
work  with  the  Conservation  Commission  on  wetlands  and  aquifer  protection,  and  work  with  the 
School  District  (SAU  #31)  and  the  Newmarket  Historical  Society  to  mark  historic  landmarks  and 
buildings  in  town     1996  promises  to  be  another  busy  year!

NEWMARKET  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 

The  Newmarket  Housing  Authority  in  1995  very  actively  supported  and  participated  in  improving 
Newmarket 

In  1994  the  Authority  donated  to  the  Town  a  parcel  of  land  on  the  corner  of  Route  108  and  Terrace 
Drive    In  1995  that  land  became  the  access  way  for  the  newly  constructed  ambulance  facility 

In  1995  an  addition  to  the  Newmarket  Community  Center  was  completed  on  Authority-owned  land  at 
Great  Hill  Terrace.  The  Newmarket  Housing  Authority  and  the  Town  finalized  a  transfer  and  lease 
agreement  in  the  Spring  of  the  year    The  Authority,  as  owner  of  the  structure  and  land,  now  leases  the 
Community  Center  to  the  Town  at  no  cost  to  the  Town    The  Authority  has  agreed  to  pay  to  insure  the 
building  and,  for  as  long  as  financially  able,  will  pay  the  utility  bills  for  heat  and  electricity    During  the  six 
months  since  the  agreement  was  signed,  the  Authority  has  paid  $1,753  for  gas  heat  and  $4,584  for 
electricity  for  the  Community  Center 

Newmarket  Housing  Authority  is  by  law,  and  by  a  Cooperation  Agreement  executed  by  the  Authority 
and  the  Town  in  1 974,  exempt  from  paying  property  taxes    The  Authority  does  make  a  payment  in  lieu 
of  taxes  (PILOT)  for  the  Great  Hill  Terrace  property    The  PILOT  is  equal  to  10%  of  annual  rent  receipts 
minus  utility  expenses    For  1995  the  Authority  PILOT  was  S9,70 1 

If  the  50  apartments  at  Great  Hill  Terrace  had  been  rented  on  the  private  market,  the  complex  would 
have  generated  $343,000  in  1995  rents  based  upon  federal  fair  market  rent  surveys    (Fair  market  rents 
including  utilities  are  based  on  bedroom  number   1=$520,  2=$668,  3=$855,  4=$1049  )  The  rent  roll  for 
Great  Hill  Terrace  for  the  past  fiscal  year  was  SI 48.03 1,  thereby  resuhing  in  the  Authority  providing 
$195,000  of  indirect  rental  subsidy 

The  Authority  assisted  approximately  1 00  additional  Newmarket  families  through  the  Section  8  program 
which  makes  rental  assistance  payments  directly  to  private  property  landlords    The  Section  8  program 
considerably  reduces  working  poor  Newmarket  families'  dependency  on  Town  welfare    In  FY95  the 
Newmarket  Housing  Authority  issued  5356,251  in  rental  assistance 

The  Town  is  represented  on  the  KRA  Board  of  Commissioners  by  five  volunteers.  Chairperson  Frank 
Schanda,  Vice  Chair  Gay  Kidd,  Cindy  Lavigne,  Waker  Schultz  and  newly-appointed  Joyce  Russell    After 
six  years  of  service  to  the  Authority  and  the  Town,  Bill  Pelletier  resigned  at  the  end  of  1995  due  to  his 
residency  change    We  thank  Bill  (1994  Chair)  for  his  contributions  and  constant  support    The  Authority 
office  is  located  in  Great  Hill  Terrace  at  34  Gordon  Avenue    The  staff  includes  Ricky  LaBranche, 
Madeline  Richards  and  Mimi  Rubin,  plus  seasonal  help  from  Charlie  Wajda

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Newmarket  Conservation  Commission  has  been  involved  with  many  projects  this  year, 
working  with  a  full  roster  of  dedicated  \olunteers  ~  seven  members  and  two  alternates    Among 
us.  we  include  expertise  in  a  number  of  areas.  fi"om  wildlife  biology  and  wetlands  protection,  to 
environmental  law  and  public  relations    Commission  members  continue  to  learn  more  about 
conservation  issues  by  attending  occasional  seminars  and  workshops  in  an  effort  to  better  serve 
the  Town  and  its  citizens 

Conser\ation  Area  Clean-up  and  Maintenance 

On  October  28.  the  Commission  conducted  its  first  annual  fall  clean-up  which  included  the 
Town's  four  conservation  areas  Sliding  Rock,  Piscassic  River,  Riverbend  and  Follett's  Brook 
About  a  dozen  volunteers  pitched  in  to  shovel  gravel,  rake  leaves,  put  up  signs,  and  construct  a 
split-rail  fence    .An  annual  spring  work  day  will  take  place  this  year  to  continue  the  fall  efforts  and 
to  prepare  the  conservation  areas  for  more  frequent  use    We  plan  to  work  v\  ith  the  Police 
Department  to  recruit  young  people  who  need  to  contribute  community  service  hours  to  help  with 
these  annual  clean-up  days 

Also  scheduled  for  this  spring  is  the  construction  of  a  viewing  deck  at  the  Sliding  Rock 
Conservation  area    The  Commission  committed  $2,600  to  this  project,  which  will  provide  a  quiet 
place  for  bird  watchers  and  others  to  sit  and  enjoy  the  Lamprey  and  Piscassic  Rivers 

Land  .\cquisition 

The  Commission  has  been  working  on  the  possible  acquisition  of  two  pieces  of  property  that 
would  be  wonderfiil  additions  to  the  Town's  open  spaces    We  are  in  the  process  of  closing  on  the 
Currier-Walker  property  (about  17  acres)  in  the  Tuttle  Swamp  area    We  are  also  working  on 
another  significant  project  (approx  30  acres)  along  the  Lamprey  River  that  the  owners  would  like 
to  donate  to  the  Town  for  the  express  purpose  of  being  managed  by  the  Conservation 
Commission  for  multiple  uses 

In  the  spring  of  1996  the  Commission  will  develop  a  public  use  plan  for  the  Richmond  property. 
This  is  the  site  of  the  annual  Fishing  Derby  and  includes  a  mile-long  walking  trail  around  the 
perimeter  of  the  1 5-acre  pond    The  Commission  will  complete  a  natural  resource  inventory  of  the 
flora  and  fauna  in  and  around  the  pond    This  information  will  be  used  to  construct  an  interpretive 
trail  for  passive  use 

Land  Protection 

The  commission  continues  to  provide  a  resource  for  landowners  who  wish  to  explore  ways  to 
protect  their  land  through  a  variety  of  methods,  including  conservation  easements  and  deed 
restrictions    Interested  landowners  should  get  in  touch  with  a  Conservation  Commissioner  for 
more  information    In  many  instances  there  can  be  financial  and  tax  benefits  associated  with  land- 
protection  programs

W  etiands  Mapping 

One  of  Newmarket's  most  critical  resources  are  its  wetlands    This  year,  the  Commission  had  the 
opportunity  to  begin  an  ambitious  project  that  involves  mapping  the  Town's  fresh-water  wetlands 
in  order  to  determine  their  value    The  process,  which  includes  collecting  data  on  rare  and 
endangered  species,  was  fiinded  with  a  grant  from  the  EPA  through  the  Office  of  State  Planning, 
along  with  a  matching  contribution  from  the  conservation  fund    The  Strafford  Regional  Planning 
Commission,  responsible  for  this  phase  of  the  project,  has  completed  a  map  of  the  Town's  fresh- 
water wetlands,  which  will  be  on  display  in  the  Conservation  Commission  office 

This  spring,  with  help  from  interested  volunteers,  the  Commission  plans  to  undertake  the  second 
phase  of  this  project  —  prioritizing  the  Town's  wetlands  to  determine  which  ones  should  be 
considered  for  designation  as  "prime  wetlands"    This  effort  will  involve  thorough  training  from 
the  NH  .Audubon  Society,  offering  an  outstanding  opportunity  for  residents  to  learn  more  about 
the  Town's  valuable  natural  resources 

Along  with  the  fresh-water  wetlands  evaluation.  Richard  Cook,  of  the  NH  Audubon  Society,  is  at 
work  e\ aluating  Newmarket's  tidal  marshes    WTien  these  projects  are  completed,  the  Town  will 
finally  ha\e  available  the  critical  documentation  needed  for  better  planning  and  de\elopment 

Fishing  Derby 

The  Sixth  .Annual  Resident  Youth  Fishing  Derby,  co-sponsored  by  the  Commission  and  the 
Recreation  Department,  was  a  big  success  this  year    Nearly  50  sponsors  supported  the  event,  and 
more  than  200  children  participated    Most  of  the  trout  were  caught  and  a  good  time  was  had  by 
all    Volunteers  who  would  like  to  help  with  this  year's  event  should  contact  the  Commission 

Conscnation  Camp 

The  Commission  sent  four  children  to  summer  camp  this  year  providing  two  camperships  to  the 
Barn,'  Conservation  Camp  in  Berlin.  NH,  and  two  to  the  Bear  Hill  4-H  Camp  in  Bear  Brook  State 
Park.  .AJlenstow  n,  NT!    The  commission  w  ill  continue  this  sponsorship  program  in  1 996, 
providing  four  children  with  the  opportunity  to  learn  more  about  the  environment  in  these 
wonderfijl  settings 

Dov\ ntovvn  Park  and  Riverwalk 

The  Commission  continues  to  participate  on  the  Advisory  Committee  that  is  working  on  the 
development  of  a  small  park  and  ri\er  walk  in  downtown  Newmarket  Work  on  the  park  is 
scheduled  to  begin  this  spring 

Lamprey  River  W  ild  and  Scenic  Designation 

The  Commission  was  instrumental  this  year  in  securing  broad-based  support  from  the  Town  of 
Newmarket  for  potential  Wild  and  Scenic  Designation  of  the  Lamprey  River    The  towns  of 
Durham  and  Lee  also  \oted  at  their  town  meetings  to  support  this  designation    .As  of  Januarv',  it 
appeared  that  both  Houses  of  Congress  would  be  scheduling  hearings  on  this  issue  early  this 
spring.

COOPERATIVE 

In  1995  we  experienced  many  changes  to  the  Lamprey  Regional  Cooperative    The  Lamprey 
Regional  Cooperative  amended  and  restated  their  agreement  on  August  14,  1995    The  Lamprey 
Regional  Cooperative  also  ceased  operations  of  the  Waste-to-Energy  plant  on  November  20, 
1995    In  December  1995  a  contract  was  awarded  for  demolition  of  the  Waste-to-Energy  plant 
Demolition  began  on  December  7,  1995  and  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  in  February  1996    We 
will  be  closing  and  capping  our  Ash  Landfill  in  Somersworth  in  1996  and  it  appears  at  this  time 
that  this  also  will  come  within  budueted  closure  funds

The  Waste-to-Energy  plant  was  operated  under  budget  again  in  1995  and  we  did  not  experience 
any  major  problems  in  the  operating  year 

We  have  made  progress  toward  our  goal  of  a  Regional  Transfer  and  Recycling  Facility  in  early 
1996  for  the  communities  that  have  decided  to  remain  in  the  Lamprey  Regional  Cooperative  into 
the  future 

I  would  like  at  this  time  to  thank  all  of  the  communities  for  their  cooperation  in  the  operation  of 
our  Waste-to-Energy  plant  the  last  fifteen  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LAMPREY  RIVER 
ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 


The  Lamprey  River  Advisory  Committee  has  completed  the  advisory  Lamprey  River 
Management  Plan  and  has  submitted  it,  with  full  support  of  the  governing  bodies  of  the 
towns  of  Lee,  Durham  and  Newmarket.  The  Plan  was  the  basis  for  the  request  to  the  U.S. 
Congress  in  August  1995  that  the  portion  of  the  Lamprey  River  from  its  confluence  with 
the  Piscassic  River  in  Newmarket  to  the  Epping-Lee  town  line  be  designated  into  the 
national  Wild  and  Scenic  Rivers  System.  The  bill  also  leaves  the  door  open  for  the  part  of 
the  river  which  runs  through  Epping  to  be  a  part  of  the  designation  at  any  time  that  the 
Town  of  Epping  so  chooses.   The  House  subcommittee  considering  the  request  has 
scheduled  hearings  early  in  1996  to  begin  the  process  at  the  federal  level. 

Information  and  recommendations  gathered  from  the  pubhc  through  public  meetings,  a 
landowners'  survey,  and  contact  with  town  government,  were  combined  with  results  of 
technical  research  and  Committee  consensus  to  form  the  basis  of  the  Plan.   Studies  of 
water  quality,  recreational  access,  wildhfe  habitat  and  local  ordinances,  combined  with 
local  knowledge,  archival  research  and  improved  mapping  of  the  river  also  helped  to  shape 
the  Plan. 

The  Plan's  recommendations  for  usmg  and  protecting  the  river  system  fall  into  frve 
categories:  water  quahty,  instream  flow,  integrity  of  ecological  systems,  historical  and 
archaeological  resources  and  pubhc  enjoyment.  The  river  is  the  largest  tributary  of  Great 
Bay,  one  of  New  Hampshire's  two  estuarine  systems.   It  has  statewide  importance  for 
anadromous  fish  species,  and  is  a  prime  recreational  area  for  fishermen  and  canoeists. 
Good  water  quality  is  indicated  by  the  presence  of  several  species  of  freshwater  mussels. 
The  river  is  known  for  its  archaeological  features,  some  dating  back  8,000  or  more  years. 

For  these  reasons,  the  Plan  recommends  support  for  designation  of  portions  of  the  river 
into  the  national  Wild  and  Scenic  Rivers  Program.   Designation  will  only  affect  federal 
actions  and  will  not  affect  powers  of  local  and  state  governments.  WUd  and  Scenic  status 
will  ensure  that  local  and  state  policies  for  the  river  will  be  recognized  by  federal  agencies 
who  have  control  over  projects  such  as  dredging,  dams  or  major  diversions  of  the  river. 
TTie  program  also  allows  for  local  communities  within  the  designated  area  to  qualify  for 
funds  for  river  projects  from  the  National  Park  Service  -  critical  support  to  the  long-term 
success  of  the  management  plan. 

The  Committee  has  continued  to  prepare  technical  comments  on  the  proposed  golf  course 
along  portions  of  the  Lamprey  in  Durham,  and  has  worked  to  learn  more  about 
management  of  the  river  during  drought  conditions  such  as  those  of  the  past  two 
summers.   Progress  is  being  made  in  arranging  a  conservation  easement  with  properties 
owned  along  the  river  by  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.

The  Lamprey  River  Advisory  Committee,  appointed  first  in  1989  when  the  Lee  and 
Durham  portions  of  the  ri\  er  came  under  the  State's  River  Management  and  Protection 
Program,  has  also  acted  as  the  planning  committee  for  the  Lamprey  River  Management 
Plan.  To  facilitate  planning  and  consideration  of  the  river  as  a  system,  the  Committee  has 
also  added  members  from  Newmarket  and  Eppmg.   It  meets  on  the  second  Tuesday 
evening  of  each  month  and  more  often,  if  necessary.  The  public  is  welcome  to  attend 
meetings.
